AFTERNOON PRESS REPORTED UPCOMING SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING 
ON REFUGEE PROBLEM. END SUMMARY 

2. ATHENS MORNING NEWSPAPERS REPORTED PROMINENTLY 'TO 
PERCENT INCREASE IN MINIMUM WAGES AND SALARIES” (TO VIMA), 
"ELECTIONS IN PREPARATION - THEY PROBABLY WILL BE HELD 
WITHIN 1974" (ELEFTHEROS COSMOS). "GOVERNMENT MEASURES FOR 
LABOR PROBLEMS" (AVGHI). AFTERNOON PRESS COVERED SAME NEWS 
WITH ADDITION OF "BATTLE TODAY AT THE UN-SOVIET PROPOSAL 
AND REFUGEES" (APOGEVMATINI), "BY SOVIET INITIATIVE UN WILL 
VINDICATE CYPRUS" (ATHENAIKI), AND "REFUGEES PROBLEM AT 

UN - ENVOYS OF KENNEDY GO TO NICOSIA" (VRADYNI).
